SUBJECT MATTER:  SB 2775 would amend the Chicago Teachers article of the Illinois 

Pension code to allow both employers of teachers and the board of the pension fund to 

make employee contributions (or “pick up” contributions) on behalf of their employees.  
 
 

COMMENT: Under current law, employee contributions to CTPF can be paid, or 

“picked up,” by the Board of Education on the behalf of its employees. This allows the 

employees to make pre-tax contributions to the fund. The amount paid is not deducted 

from the salaries of these employees. 

 

SB 2775 is a technical change that specifies that employee contributions can be picked-

up by either the employer of the teacher, or the board of trustees of the pension fund, 

whichever is applicable. 
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
